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NEW  USES  FOR  FARM  PRODUCTS 
(1  6 mm.,  sound,  b/w,  20  min.) 

Research  focused  on  developing  new  uses  for  farm 
products  has  resulted^in  this  unusual  report  to  the 
nation  from  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  scien- 
tists. The  film  highlights  instant  mashed  potatoes, 
improved  cotton  fabrics,  scorch-proof  cottons,  re- 
search on  cereal  starches  for  industrial  use  and 
better  plastics.  This  motion  picture  was  filmed  at 
the  USDA  Research  Center  in  Beltsvi I le,  Md.,  and 
in  four  regional  USDA  Utilization  Research  and  De- 
velopment laboratories. 

AT  HOME  WITH  WOOD

Research  to  find  ways  of  improving  wood  products 
and  to  make  new  uses  for  wood  continues  to  create 
improved  products  for  American  homes.  Work  takes 
in  new  types  of  home  construction,  including  stressed 
skin  panels  and  structural  sandwich  construction  of 
houses.  This  film  also  shows  research  going  onwith 
wood  preservatives,  paints,  and  outside  finishing. 


WILDLIFE  AND  TIMBER 

(16  mm.,  sound,  b/w  or  color,  6 Zl  min.) 

On  the  Ocala  National  Forest  in  Florida,  the  two 
major  crops  are  wildlife  and  timber.  This  film  tells 
the  story  of  the  interdependence  between  these  two 
resources  - - how  the  cutting  of  timber,  for  instance, 
also  improves  habitat  for  deer,  quail,  turkey,  and 
other  wildlife.  Years  of  research  and  practical  ex- 
perience lie  behind  the  scientific  timber  manage- 
ment practiced  on  the  Ocala.  Here,  as  on  other 
National  Forests,  Federal,  State  and  private  agen- 
cies cooperate  to  better  manage  both  resources. 

FRIENDLY  WATERS

Actual  scenes  taken  at  the  height  of  the  floods 
that  occurred  in  the  Southwest  in  the  Spring  of  1957 
illustrate  what  can  happen  when  adequate  soil  and 
water  conservation  measures  are  not  taken. 

This  film  shows  how  land  treatment  and  flood- 
water  retarding  dams  operate  to  prevent  flood  dam- 
age and  make  better  use  of  the  water  supply  we  have.
